REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSING—UNION 


During the summer the School Nurse made 
home visits to help secure corrective work. In Oct- 
-ober 141 school children were inspected. Of this 
number 118 had one or more physical defects. 37 
children were under weight; 10 had defective vision; 
6 had impaired hearing; 79 had dental defects. 62 
children had dental corrections before this inspect- 
ion; 12 had nasal obstruction and 2 corrections be- 
fore inspection; 18 had, at time of inspection, ab- 
normal condition of throat, while 5 had had correct- 
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ions; 5 had skin condition needing attention, and one 
had pediculosis. 

Splendid work has been done by the dental 
clinic as evidenced by the number of corrections. 

Home visits have been made to parents to ex- 
plain the character of defects and to urge them to 
secure medical and dental advice regarding these 
conditions and necessity of carrying out their rec- 
ommendations. 

This year we have divided the allotted time for 
each town se that service will be given in each half 
of the school year, the first half of year the service 
to be devoted to inspection and the balance to be de- 
voted to checking up on needs still existing with ef- 
forts to secure further treatment. 

We trust the service has been of sufficient value 
to the children of your town to warrant a continu- 
ance of your support through an appropriation. 

This year because of conditions we are asking for 
less money but that means of course less service. If 
your town feels that it can appropriate as much as 
last year or more, you will receive more days’ ser- 
vice in proportion to the amount of appropriation. 

Last year you appropriated $121.00. This year 
we are asking for $59.00.

Thurston, the largest donors, in addition to their 
first gifts, gave the best shades that could be bought 
for the building and made improvements in the in- 
side painting. The extra grading, walks and shrubs 
also were only possible by their contributions and 
those of the three summer camps, Highfields, Bea- 
ver and Mars Hill. The next largest donors were 
Mr. Harry Thompson and Mr. Frank Thompson each 
of whom gave $1000.00 in memory of their pa- 
rents, Dr. Augustin and Sarah Stewart Thompson. 
Mrs. Emma L. Jones and her son Paul A. Jones gave 
$1483 75 in cash and lumber. The oldest donor in 
town was Elias H. Burkett who was among the most 
enthusiastic regarding the building. The names of 
donors and the amounts given will be found in the 
report of the Building Committee. 

The Building Committee was composed of ie 

three Selectmen, Messrs. H. L. Grinnell, W. C. Perry, 
M. R. Miller; four members chosen by them, J. C. 
Creighton, L. F. Barker, Paul Jones and J. H. Wil- 
liams; and Dr. H. H. Plumer and I. C. Thurston, 
honorary members. The members of the School 
Committee, Messrs. J. L. Dornan, H. A. Hawes and 
W. C. Thurston met with the Building Committe on 
all important problems while the building was be- 
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ing erected. Every member of these committees 
gave freely and gladly of his time and thought to 
have the building well built and according to every 
specification. | 

125 desks were secured for the three grade rooms 
by the High School Alumni Association and friends. 
These desks are movable and can be adjusted to fit 
each pupil. They are one of the best desks made 
and up to this year have sold for $12.00 each, but 
were secured by your school committee for $8.00 
each which was the lowest price for which they had 
ever been sold. 

~t was hoped that more funds would come in and 
200 much needed chairs for the gymnasium were or- 
dered. These chairs cost but $2.20 each delivered 
and, except for the gift of a few of them, there has 
been received but $100.00 toward paying for them. 
Each of the grade schools and High School are striv- 
ing to secure funds to help pay for them, but it is 
hoped that the town may relieve them of part of this 
care. 200 more chairs are needed and a movable 
stage, if the gymnasium is to be used for gradua- 
tions and school entertainments. 

There are many gifts about the building which are 
very much enjoyed and appreciated. Mrs. Emma 
Alsen and her son Edward Alden of Brooklyn, N. Y. 
and Mr. and Mrs. George Mansfield of Buffalo, N. Y. 
gave a very beautiful piano for the High School. 
_Mrs. Charlotte Alley of Rockland gave also a very 
nice square piano for the gymnasium. The flag pole 
was the gift of Mr. Charles A. Lucas and his son, 
Maynard Lucas, who was for some years a member 
of the School Committee. The flag, which is a large 
heavy one is the gift of J. F. Gregory Sons of Rock- 
land. Another gift from Rockland friends was that 
of St. Clair & Allen, who gave $40.00 toward the 
school desks. The clock in the high school is also 


a 
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the gift of Mr. C. E. Daniels of Rockland. The at- 
tractive furnishings of the teachers rooms were made 
possible by the Methodist church. The desks given 
have been marked with the the names of the donors. 

The work of all teachers is known and appreciated. 
Principal Thomas has continued his superior work 
as principal of the High School and it is sincerely 
hoped that he may remain another year. Mr. Chas. 
E. Lermond, who has been janitor at the building, 
has taken the best possible care of it. He has work- 
ed early and late at but $7.00 a week. 

At the opening of schools in the fall the Round 
Pond, Nye, South Union and Hawes schools were 
closed and the pupils who would have attended these 
schools have been transported to the new building. 
Ww. C. Abbott has transported the Round Pond and 
Nye pupils at $30.00 a week: Quincy Young, the pu- 
pils from South Union; and Alfred Hawes, the pupils 
who would have attended the Hawes school. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


_. four, meetings have peen held during the past 
year. “A meeting was held in Warren on Saturday, 
April 30th with Mr. A. W. Tozier, a writing special- 
ist and Mrs. Clough, a reading specialist, as speakers. 
The first meeting of the fall term was not held until 
October 15th, when the State Course of Study was 
discussed. The next meeting, which was arranged 
by Mrs. Mathews, was held at Warren, Saturday, 
November 5th. Mr. John M. Richardson of the 
Courier-Gazette staff spoke on “School Publicity,” 
and Mrs. Davis gave a class demonstration in third 
grade reading. The last meeting was held at the 
new building in Union, Saturday, December 10th. 
This meeting was arranged by Mrs Farris. Miss Ida 
Hughes spoke on “The Teaching of History in the 
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Upper Grades,” and classes were taught in seventh 
grade geography by Mrs. Farris and Second Grade 
Number by Mrs. Robbins. 

The hot lunches which have been served at the 
new building by Mrs. Grace Williams have proven 
not only a help to pupils but to teachers and pa- 
rents and praise of her tasty nourishing dishes have 
been very frequently expressed. A bowl of soup 
with crackers or some hot dish is served for five 
cents and a glass of milk or cocoa for three cents.

I 
wish especially to thank the Members of the School 
Committee for their unusual help and interest in 
solving the numerous problems that have come up 
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the past year. Citizens can little realize how many 
have. been, the committee meetings this year and the 
time that has been so gladly given by the members.

Report of Principal of Union High Schoo! 


To the Superintendent, School Committee and 
Citizens of Union: 


Union High School opened on October 3rd with an 
enrollment of 79. Three of these have ceased at- 
tending but one additional student has entered, mak- 
ing our present enrollment 77, which is 10 more than 
last year. Of this number 16 are tuition students. 

Every one seems to be especially happy to have 
the privilege to work in the splendid new building. | 
A fine spirit of cooperation exists between students 
and teachers as to care of the building and I see no 
reason why the building and grounds should not re- 
main a source of civic pride for many years to come. 

Some of the special features of the school year to 
date are as follows: . 

Hot lunches: Fully one-third of the high school 
enrollment take advantage of this new feature. 

Basket Ball: About one-half of the student body 
are candidates for positions on teams to represent 
the school in this sport which is entirely new at 
Union. The sport has been very favorably received 
by the public and the games well attended. The fi- 
nancial return will enable the athletic association to 
pay a large portion of the light bill for the entire 
building and also contribute to the gym chair ac- 
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count. Many who are not candidates for the rep- 
resentative teams have had opportunity to use the 
gymnasium, thus approaching the ideal, “A sound 
mind in a sound body.” 

Laboratory: Every student in school has at least 
one course involving laboratory work. We now have 
ample room for such work thereby increasing the in- 
terest and efficiency of laboratory instruction. 

Dramatics: The senior class play, “And Mary 
Did” is in preparation under the direction of Mr. 
Olson. At a later date a drama will be presented 
by the general student body under the direction of 
Miss Merrifield. The proceeds will be used for gym- 
nasium equipment. 

Radio Club: A group of boys interested in radio 
have formed a club which meets once a week for the - 
purpose of radio study. This group is ably led by 
Clinton Cummings. 

Band: This organization, although in its infancy, 
is proving to be one of the most popular of extra 
curricula activities. It has at present 20 members 
with every indication of increasing. It is under the 
direction of Mr. George Law whose qualifications all 
Union people know. 7 

It is transcribed to this report to strengthen the 
faith in our countries educational system that I 
have reason to believe people of Union already pos- 
sess. It also brings to light one of the seldom men- 
tioned contributions that education makes to our so- 
cial order. : 

I wish to express my appreciation for the splendid 
treatment accorded me by school Officials, co- workers 
parents and students.

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Superintendent of Schools Report 


To the Superintending School Committee and 
Citizens of Union: 


As required by law I submit the following re- 
port of the schools of Union: 


‘This report contains the teacher changes, teach- 
ers’ meetings, repairs on buildings and the usual 
school statistics. 7 

There were but three changes in the teaching 
force at the opening of the fall term. Mrs. Doris 
Robbins resigned at the close of the year, after 
teaching the Primary school most efficiently for 
ten years, Mrs. Eva Starrett, who last year taught 
the Middle Grades, succeeded Mrs. Robbins; and 
Miss Edith Hawes, who has been teaching several 
years in Massachusetts, was elected to the Middle 
Grade position. Mrs. Georgie (Mills, who has taught 
successfully at Stone school the past two years, was 
succeeded by Mrs. Maxine Heath. ‘The work of all 
teachers is known and appreciated. 

There were no changes in transportation this 
year. All three busses comply with the require- 
ments of the conveyance laws recently put into ef- 
fect by the Secretary of State. 

Since the opening of the fall term, music has 
been taught in the schools at the New Building. 
This expense has been met by the Community Club. 
Fortunate indeed was the club to secure the services 
of Miss Winola Richan of Rockland, who has had 
unusual training for this work. The results that 
Miss Richan has secured have been surprising and 
gratifying. 

For a second year Mrs. Williams has continued 
to serve lunches at the New Building and doubtless 


there are few, if any, schools in the state in which 
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such nourishing tasty lunches are served at so low 
a cost. 

Since the beginning of the winter term milk 
has been served to those needing it. This expense 
has been met by the Federal Government through 
the State Department of Education. 

A second year the New Building is being en- 
joyed and is indeed appreciated by teachers and 
every girl and boy who is privileged to go to school 
there. The outstanding school need is another 
grade teacher at the New Building. The middle 
grade room this year has had over fifty pupils. 
Satisfactory work is not possible with one teacher 
endeavoring to teach so many pupils in three grades. 
Could there be another teacher the East Union 
school might be transported to the New Building 
and there would then be between thirty and forty 
pupils in each room, but two grades in a room in- 
stead of three as at present. The increased annual 
cost would be the expense of transporting the Hast 
Union pupils. All children in the grades would 
benefit as each class would have nearly one third 
more of a teacher’s time than is possible at present. 
There would also be the expense this year of pur- 
chasing twenty new desks, which would mean an 
expenditure of about $200.00, if desks like those in 
the other grade rooms were purchased. 

During the summer vacation all buildings were 
cleaned and some painting was done on the inside 
wal's at the New Building. The New _ Building 
should be painted one coat on the outside. Stone 
building should also be painted and minor repairs 
made. Should the East Union building ‘be used it 
must be shingled on one side. 


Saturday May 20th Grade and Rural teachers 
of Warren and Union met at the Chapel of the Con- 
gregational church. This meeting was arranged 
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by Mrs. Abbie Newbert. A demonstration in the 
teaching of music in the third Grade was given by 
Mrs. Nettie Vinal and there were other musical 
numbers by grade pupils. 'The speaker at this meet- 
ing was Mrs. Florence Gardiner.
